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Autopsy Reveals Burn Victim 
Died Of Gunshot Wound 


The Coffee County Sheriff's Depart- 
ment was informed on Tuesday, Febru- 
ary 3, by the State Crime Lab in 
Montgomery, that a Ft. Rucker soldier 
found dead in a burned pickup truck last 
week died of a gunshot wound - not in 
the fire. 

Sgt. Jimmy Tucker, an air traffic 
controller at Ft. Rucker, was found dead 
on Saturday night, January 24, in the 
charred ruins of a 1978 Ford pickup 
discovered alongside a lonely country 
road. 

Passers-by reportedly discovered 
the burning vehicle on County Road 6, 
near the Fairview Community, and 
called the Kinston Fire Department. 
The Kinston Fire Department exting- 
uished the burning truck shortly before 
midnight on Saturday, and a fireman 
left at the scene to insure the fire was 
out, discovered the body lying in the 
seat of the truck when the smoke and 


steam from the smoldering ruins 
subsided. 

When the fireman discovered the 
body, he radioed the information to the 
Kinston Police Department, who con- 
tacted Coroner Danny Bradley and 
additional law enforcement officials. 
The body wasn't removed from the 
truck until about mid-morning on 
Sunday, as investigators were carefully 
preserving any evidence that might 
have been present. : 

The body, burned -beyond 
recognition, was taken to the State 
Crime Lab in Montgomery, where a 
definite identification was made. The 
body was identified with the use of 
medical records, X-rays and dental 
records obtained by subpoena from the 
Lyster Army Hospital and the Ft. 
Rucker Dental Lab. 

On Tuesday, February 3, state 
officials confirmed the cause of death as 


@ gunshot wound. 

The pickup was towed to Ed 
Sherling Ford, in Enterprise, where it 
was inspected by Deputy State Fire 
Marshall Tommy Shirley, and Charles 
Brook and Joe Saloom of the Enterprise 
Crime Lab. Evidence obtained in the 
inspection revealed a flammable liquid 
(gasoline) was used to start the fire in 
the truck, and that the gasoline was 
siphoned with a hose still hanging from 
the gas tank. 

Coffee County Sheriff Brice Paul 
stated this week that further informa- 
tion- concerning the cause of death was 
being withheld pending continuing 
investigation of the case. 

Sheriff Paul urged anyone who knew 
the whereabouts of, or had seen, Sgt. 
Tucker, or the 1978 red Ford pickup, on 
Saturday night, January 24, to notify 
the Sheriff's Department or the District 
Attorney.

lawsuit to move the case to another 
circuit. The re-trial of the suit is 
scheduled to begin on February 9, in 
Elba. 

The judge also denied the attorney's 
motion for continuation of the case. and 
a motion to close the trial to the news 
media. 

The case is one of alleging negli- 
gence in 1978 in distribution of drugs 
contaminated with poisons, and ended 
in a mistrial in January when the jury 
couldn't reach a verdict. 

Lawyers in the case argued unsuc- 
cessfully that their clients couldn't get a 


fair trial in Elba due to the mass of 
publicity given the previous trial. 

A possible appeal to the Alabama 
Supreme Court of the local ruling had 
not been recorded at press time 
Wednesday.

the occupant out of the house, West- 
brook went into the burning dwelling 
place again to get the telephone; pulled 
it out by its long cord into the yard, and 
called the Luverne Fire Department. 
**I didn’t know anybody else in town 
and didn’t know if I could get to a phone 
in time,’’ he reportedly said later, so he 
just dared the fire to get the only phone 
he was sure he could use in a hurry. 


and the Glenwood Fire Department 
responded to the blaze, but were unable 
to save the house. They concentrated 
on saving the adjoining homes, accord- 
ing to James Lester, mayor of Glenwood 
and a volunteer fireman. 

Lester said the heat of the fire 
peeled away the paint and melted the 
tar on the roof of the house next door to 
the blaze. Grass was charred in the 
yard of the house across the street. 

Hughes was renting the Glenwood 
house, which is owned by Buddy Smith 
of Luverne. Mrs. Hughes and a 
daughter were reported away from 
home on a visit at the time of the fire. 

A secondary result of the fire was 
that the Glenwood fire truck, while 
sitting in front of the burning home, 
blew an oil line in two and the engine 
froze on it, Lester said. The truck had to 
be towed away from the scene of the 
fire, he said.

ed to the alarm and poured water intb 
the inferno while dodging flying metal 
and falling blocks caused by the 
numerous explosions. When the 
explosions had subsided and the flames 
had been extinguished, the building 
had virtually been leveled. Two big 
over-the-road tractors had been burned 


and/or melted down to the frame, as 
had most of the equipment in the 
building. 

The photo above shows the remains 
of a late model Kenworth Diesel with 
the aluminum cab melted down over the 
enging)%ies completely burned off the 
wheels, and little but the steel frame 
intact. 

An oxygen tank, associated with a 
welding machine, exploded and shot 
through the roof of the building shortly 
after firemen arrived, and its where- 
abouts was unknown Sunday morning 


after daylight. 


One fireman told of stepping back 
from an open window when water in the 
fire truck’s emergency tank ran low, 
and just as he got ten or fifteen feet 
back, another explosion leveled the 
block wall where he was working. 


Firemen remained on duty through- 


out the night and until after ten Sunday 
morning, waiting for the arrival of the 
state fire marshall. No cause for the fire 
had been announced at press time. 


Elba City Council Approves Hospital Expansion 


And New Recreation Center 


The Elba City Council formally 
approved several important projects, 
paid the monthly bills and postponed 
one thorny problem Monday night in a 
one-hour meeting. 

After the meeting was opened with a 
prayer by Rev. F.D. Belcher of the 
Rocky Head Baptist Church, quick 
approval of the minutes of the last 
meeting, and a short report from Police 
Chief Ray Norris that all was okay, the 
Council moved sharply into the decision 
making. 


A unanimous vote by the Council 
approved a resolution officially approv- 
ing the proposed naming of the local 
state swine diagnostic lab as the Julian 
Bryan Taylor Diagnostic Laboratory, in 
honor of the late Elba native. The 
building was built in 1962 by the Elba 
Industrial Board and is leased to the 
Alabama Department of Agriculture 
and Industries. A formal dedication 
service is scheduled for 3 p.m. Sunday, 
February 8, 1981. 


Several resolutions concerning the 
expansion of the Elba General Hospital 
and Nursing Home were passed by the 
Council without further discussion. The 
project and the accompanying $1.9 
milion bond issue from the Farmers 
Home Administration at 5% interest for 
25 years, had been discussed in detail at 
the previous meeting, and council 
members had been furnished with 
copies of all related papers. The vote 
was unanimous in favor of the project. It 
is expected to cost the taxpayers 
$75,000 a year. However, Councilman 
Sonny Inman abstained from voting as 
he is employed at the hospital. 


Two resolutions needed to move 
forward with the application for a 50-50 
matching grant for additional recrea- 
tional facilities in Elba were approved 
by the Council. Two weeks ago the 
Council had heard Recreation Director 
Dennis Smith outline a three-year plan 
for a 40-acre park with ball fields, 
swimming pools, concession stands, 
tennis courts, etc. The project calls for 
a $100,000 federal grant the first year 
with a like amount from the city through 
$35,000 cash and $65,000 of labor and 
equipment use. The resolutions 
authorized Mayor Bob English io sign 
“Assurance of Compliance Reports” 
with the Land and Water Conservation 
Fund program to acquire the proposed 
grant. These resolutions were approved 
unanimously.

A five-member recreation board was 
appointed, with each member of the 
council recommending one member. 
Those appointed were Gary Harrison, 
Gaynes Waters, Ricky Mularz, Glenda 
Rainer and Merrill Shirley. 


Mayor English recommended the 
new park be named in honor of City 
Engineer Jim Williams and Water 
Department Superintendent Cleo 
Hawkins. He said these men obviously 
love Elba, as they give so much of their 
time helping Elba and are working so 
closely in seeing this park become a 
reality. The Council unanimously yoted 
to name the new recreation park the 
“Jim Williams-Cleo Hawkins Recrea- 
tion Park.’’ It will be located just off 
Smith Avenue. 


A sewer problem was discussed for 
about twenty or thirty minutes; but no 
decision was reached by the Council. 
Council members were told that Cliff 
Allen, who lives in Brookdale, was 
unable to connect to the existing city 
sewage. .. -his septic tank is causing 
problems and he was requesting city 
sewage. Councilmen were given a 
report that it would cost $3,000 to install 
two manholes, 446 feet of pipe to 
furnish city sewage. 


The City of Elba took delivery on a 
new street sweeper last Friday. City 
Engineer Jim Williams said city crews 
were trained on operating the new 
machine and on proper maintenance of 
the entire package, and would begin 


Inman suggested a 50-50 deal with 
Allen, saying he couldn’t vote for 
spending that much money to connect 
one individual, and it would ‘‘open a 
can of worms with others who want 
sewage.” 


Councilman David Stokes wanted to 
know more about the project before 
voting, and Councilman Charles 
Kennett wanted to fook at the cost and 
the moral obligation at the same time. 

Counciman John Sharpless said he 
felt that ‘When we can furnish service 
to our citizens, we should do it, and if 
you (Mayor) feel we can get it in the 
budget, go ahead.’ Hawkins said he 
felt the same, but felt there should be 
more study. He also pointed out that 
others may want service from this line if 
it were offered. 


Stokes made a motion that the 
mayor and Councilman Hawkins look at 
other possibilities, and if they see the 
need, negotiate with Mr. Allen, and if 
nothing can be worked out, bring this 
proposal back to the Council. The 
motion was approved unanimously. 


Monthly bills totaling $13,000 were 
approved by the Council, 


sweeping the city streets as soon as the 
recent rain dried from the pavement.

Recreation facilities in Elba moved a step closer to being 
greatly expanded Monday night when the Elba City Council 
passed the formal resolutions to apply for the $100,000 
matching grant. We have looked at the plans and have talked 
with Recreation Director Dennis Smith about the long-range 
outlook, and support this worthw hile undertaking. We hope 
that at the completion of the three-year plan, Elba will have 
completed this worthwhile project, and that the people of the 
area will enjoy the facilities as much as we anticipate 

There was very little discussion Monday night when the 
Council gave final approval! to the hospital-nursing home 
expansion plan. City officials voted in favor of the $1.9 
million FHA loan, but had previously expressed concern over 
the tax burden on the people of Elba if the hospital itself 
failed to generate any of the repayment funds. Being 
conservative ourself, we fully understand this concern and 
share it with them; however, it's something we need badly 
and therefore it is time to ‘bite the bullet.” 


Several months ago it was proposed by state officials that the 
local swine lab be named in honor of the late Dr. Bryan 
Taylor, a native of Elba. Knowing Taylor and his love for 
Elba, and his involvement in having the lab constructed here, 
we quickly endorsed the idea. Now it will become a reality

I very much enjoy your paper 
and assure you | read it 
thoroughly each Monday 
prior to scanning my local 
daily. Seems I can find more 
good things to read in your 
one weekly issue than I can 
over the balance of the week 
from my daily. 

I'm accustomed to read- 
ing things that get my 
adrenaline pumping, but I 
don’t normally find them in 
the **Clipper."’ 

I'm addressing two art- 
icles in your January 22 
publication about two mega- 
bucks local lawsuits. I read 
both articles with little reac- 
tion other than normal sym- 
pathy for the victims and 
hostility towards some 
others. | cruised on over to 
page two and noted your last 
paragraph in *Brain- 
storms.'’ I agree totally with 
your praise for the private 
citizens serving the judicial 
system - often when it means 
a loss of income. That sent 
me back to page one to more 
closely observe just what 
these citizens had to consid- 
er. I re-read these two 
articles with a little more 
reaction. Since I don’t know 
anyone involved, I trust 
prejudice doesn’t cloud my 
thinking. Based on my lack 
of knowledge, I have no 
reason for comment on either 
case. However, the amounts 


of money being considered 
does stimulate comment. 
Simply, I get very upset 


when | see ridiculous sums of 
money being pursued and 
awarded, 

I'm totally for financial 
compensation for losses, loss 
of opportunity, and various 
side effects of being wronged 
by another person's actions. 
However, things seem to be 
getting a little out of hand. 


Huge money settlements 
have become very popular in 
our country and it’s very 


difficult to reverse trends. I 
wonder if sympathetic jurors 
aren't becoming cheap lot- 
tery tickets. Relatively, they 
don't cost much, and they 
could just pay a bundle, Are 
we possibly overlooking the 


real purpose of our judicial 
system? There is quite a 
difference in the meaning of 
‘‘award’’ versus ‘‘compensa- 
tion."’ I have to wonder if a 
judicial system serves its 
intended purpose when emo- 
tion rules. 

If you violate my rights, 
I'll follow you across the 
earth to recover my losses, 
including my expenses of 
following you. Should I go 
for more? Should I use the 
system to return the abuse? I 
think perhaps instead of ‘‘Is 
that all we can give him?”’ 
we should concentrate more 
on ‘‘What is he due?’’ Why 
isn't it smart to consider 
awarding only what is due - if 
it’s ten years in prison or ten 
thousand dollars. 

Huge money settlements 
almost always establish prec- 
edent. When we become 
emotional and strike out in 
this manner, we're building 
a monster. Who knows when 
we may have to face the 
beast ourselves? 

I think we're all capable 
of occasionally exercising a 
little bad judgement or being 
a little negligent with a lot on 
our minds. It's really very 
human. Let's hope one of 
these times doesn’t result in 
someone being accidentally 
injured and we have to face a 
jury asking, ‘‘Is that all we 
can give him?"’ 

Again, I'm making no 
attempt to pass judgement 
on the two cases mentioned 
here. I'm simply trying to 
point out a trend that is 
downright scary. We can 
easily get to the point where 
we're constantly under sur- 
veilance by someone else 
wanting to get us before a 
jury. Net -I'd like to see more 
emphasis on keeping things 
inside the boundaries of 
about what is fair and right 
for the sake of self-preserva- 
tion.

TOWEL TIPS 

It's the looped side of a 
towel that does the work. So, 
the longer the loops and the 
more closely placed they are, 
the more absorbent the 
towel. 

Some towels are sheared 
on one side; that is, the loops 
are cut. Why? It's to give a 
luscious velvet look and extra 
soft feel. But, remember, 
you're sacrificing some water 
absorbing power for that 
super softness. 

Your towels will last 
longer if you wash them 
often, before dirt is embed- 
ded in the fibers. Drying 
towels in an automatic dryer 
makes them fluffier and 
softer than line drying. Ro- 
tate towels by putting freshly 
washed ones on the bottom 
of the stack. 


PLANNED-OVERS 

‘When food prices rise, 
look to planned-overs for 
help. Yesterday's dinner can 
be tomorrow's lunch, but 
only if you've stored it 
properly. 

Proper food storage pre- 
vents bacterial growth that 
can lead to spoilage or food 
poisoning and the wasting of 
food. 

Refrigerate planned-over 
meat and poultry dishes at 
once at 40 degrees fahrenheit 
or below. This is the surest 
way you have of keeping 
bacterial growth at safe 
levels. Leaving meat or 
poultry out at room tempera- 
ture even a couple of hours is 
your invitation to spoiling 
and food poisoning. 

Hot cooked meat and 
poultry can be refrigerated 
immediately as long as they 
don't raise the temperature 
of the refrigerator more than 
a couple of degrees for a 
short time.

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Planning The Garden

Every family has differ- 
ent likes and needs, so a 
universal garden plan is 
nonexistent, However, there 
are many common factors 
which should be considered 
in plinning the garden. 

S.:ZE: The size of the 
garden is usually dictated by 
the family needs, space and 
time available for garden 
work. Usually, people plant 
more than they can manage. 
A well-managed small area 
will produce more high- 
quality vegetables than a 
large poorly-managed area, 
One thousand square feet 
per person is a good size for a 
small garden, 


SELECTION: Plant vege- 
tables the family will eat and 
enjoy. Greens and leafy 
vegetables bear quickly and 
produce for several weeks. 
Crops like okra, pale limas, 
eggplants, pepper and toma- 
toes will produce most of the 
season. You can save money 
by growing these vegetables 
because they are among the 


most expensive ones to buy. 


Select early maturing 
Spring crops like radishes, 
mustard greens, onions and 
potatoes. Use these rows 
later for growing Southern 
peas or lima beans. 

Vegetables with similar 
planting and maturity dates 
should be grouped together 
if possible. Group tall crops 
together so they won't shade 
low-growing crops like bush 
beans or limas. 

Tomato rows wili require 
frequent attention with prun- 
ing, staking, spraying and 
harvesting, so plant low- 
growing crops on each side of 


the tomatoes. 


All the soils in Coffee 
County contain enough weed 


Good seedbed preparation 
and adequate soil moisture 
are important. 

One gardener said, 
‘Plant one seed for the 
blackbird, one for the crow, 
one for the cutworm, and one 
to grow.” Although that 
may be a little generous, it’s 
not too far from right. 
Planting 25 to 30 percent 
extra seed will usually insure 
a good stand,
